Sumpter Townships first 
police chief has resigned fo 
accept the post of deputy chief 
of the Royal Oak Township 
Public Safety Department. 


David W. McNealy, 40, of 
6664 Gloria St., Romulus, 
assumed his new duties on 
Monday at an annual pay of 
$10,500, an increase of $500 
over his salary in Sumpter 
Township. 


Lenten season 


The following is the fourth of a series of Lenten 
Sermons by area pastors and leading churchmen. This 
week’s article was submitted by Rev. Joseph F. 
Kemosek. pastor of St. Aloysius Catholic Church of 
Romulus.

In today’s society there is an intense search going on 
* a search to get “back to the joy of salvation” Ps51 : 12. 

Time Magazine (Jan. 24, 1972) carried a story of the 
Children of God. They are known as the storm troopers 
of the Jesus Revolution and have already established 
60 colonies across different countries. They live in 
communes like the early Christians following an 
austere life style. They call the sinful world to 
repentance. Their message is expressed by a silent 
presence in public places, dressed in red sack cloth, 
daubed with ashes and bearing yokes. They carry 
placards with Old Testament threats of God’s punish- 
ment for sin. Their understanding of the Gospel may be 
extreme but the ardour of their witness can make us 
reflect on sin, temptation and repentance. 

LENT LOOKS TO THE FUTURE 

Lent is a time to reflect on sin, temptation and 
repentance. Receiving ashes, supermarket specials for 
lenten lunches, or “giving up cigarettes” can remain 
just externals of Lent. 

Today’s gospel message goes much deeper - into the 
spirit -a siting forgiveness and renewing our hope in 
Christ’s redemptive power to change our lives. 

“Be merciful Lord for we have sinned. 

Thoroughly wash me from my guilt and of my sin 
cleanse me. 

A clean heart create for me O God, 

Cast me not out of your presence - 

Give me back the joy of your salvation ( Ps.52) 

Lent is early spring - a time to prepare the soil and 
plant the seeds of new life - a time to prepare for the 
new life of Easter. The seeds of human life do not grow 
by a fixed pattern; the pattern of our lives is deter- 
mined by major decisions. 

A young Montrealer took a risk and decided to give 
up a job without a future in order to pursue his talent as 
a draftsman. 

With the help of Canada Manpower he succeeded and 
his decision has opened up an excitine future for him. 
For fiscal 1973 the Department of Health, Education 
and Welfare will displace the Pentagon as the largest 
government spender. 

Sometimes life seems like a freeway. Miss the right 
interchange and you cannot find your way back. Get 
trapped in the speed lane and you can’t get oil at me 
right exit. Lent means reading the signs and getting 
into the road we want. It means gaining control of our 
lives.

McNealy was hired by the 
Royal Oak Towmship Board of 
Trustees last Thursday night. 
Township Supervisor Douglas 
Anderson reported McNealy 
was hired to take the place of 
Safety Director Howard L. 
Bibb, who is scheduled to 
retire in March, 1973 after 25 
years service. 

In Royal Oak Township 
McNealy will supervisor a 
staff of 24, including three 
policewomen and an 
additional police auxiliary of 
six officers. In addition, he 
will assist in the supervision of 
the township’s fire 
department a division under 
the public safety director. 

McNealy was appointed 
Sumpter’s first police chief in 
October but actually took over 
the post of supervising the 
nine-man force in November, 
1971. 

Police Commissioner Virgil 
\V. Humphreys, who 
recommended the 
appointment of McNealy to 
the tow r nship board, reported 
he did not know' what the 
township board w'ould do 
about replacing McNealy. 

Royal Oak Township is one 
half square mile in area, 
located along the Oakland 
County side of Eight Mile 
road, east of Meyers Road. 

Approximately two-thirds of 
its 6,300 population is black 
while in Sumpter, about one 
fourth of the population of 
8,000 residents is black. 

The appointment of 
McNealy, considered an 
outsider by some in the 
township, ignited a heated 
controversy in the township. A 
citizens group, members of 
the police force and Township 
Supervisor Elmer Parraghi 
objected to the appointment. 
The township was torn by 
demands f.or McNealy ’s 
ouster and criticism of nis 
policies. 

Initial actions by McNealy, 
including the suspension of the 
then-acting police chief JeiTy 
Cox, were part of the major 
reasons for a recall campaign 
against the township clerk and 
four township trustees. 

McNealy said Monday he 
did not expect to have the 
same problems in Royal Oak 
Township as he found in 
Sumpter.

Romulus voters 
go to polls Monday

A decision on whether or not 
the Romulus Community 
School District can maintain 
its current educational 
programs, services and 
teaching staff will be made by 
the school district’s electorate 
in a special school election 
scheduled for Monday. 

Qualified voters residing in 
the school district will cast 
their ballots on March 13 on a 
millage proposition calling for 
the renewal of 10 mills for 
school operating expenses. 

The 10 -mill tax levy on each 
$ 1,000 of assessed property 
valuation, state equalized, 
expired with the collection of 
the 1971 school property tax. 

Members of the Romulus 
Board of Education and 
School Superintendent Robert 
L. McConeghy earnestly 
urged voter approval of the 
millage renewal. 

McConeghy reports the 10- 
mills represents 25 per cent of 


the school district’s current 
operating budget 
While the Board of 
Education has not stated 
w'hat, if any, educational 
programs, services or 
possible teaching staff 
reductions would be made if 
the millage fails to gain voter 
approval, some 
knowledgeable school people 
reported that with a 25 per 
cent cut in the schools’ 
operating monies, cutbacks 
would be necessary. 


The election has garnered 
quite a lot of interest in the 
district. The Romulus Area 
Parents and Teachers 
Association has taken on the 
responsibility of spearheading 
the campaign for passage of 
the 10 -mill tax levy renewal. 
The Romulus Jaycees and 
other service organizations, 
as well as many of the 
community’s leading citizens 
and professional people, are 
supporting the millage 
renewal. 


Approximately $1.5 million 
is provided for the operation of 
the school district by the 
expired 10 -mills, which were 
approved by the voters in 
June, 1967 and assessed 
annually for the last ’ five 
years. 

McConeghy, in urging the 
millage renewal approval, 
recently stated, “In order for 
the school district to continue 
with even current operations, 
it is imperative the expired 10 
mills be renewed. Without the 


revenue provided, it will mean 
the school district will have to 
cut its operating budget by 25 
per cent.” 

The school district’s total 
operation levy is 27.9 mills and 
the debt retirement levy is 3 
mills for total school tax levy 
of 30.9 mills per $1,000 of 
assessed property valuation, 
state equalized. This levy 
includes the 10 mills renewal 
being presented to the voters 
on March 13.

Drug program slated 


The Huron School District’s Board of Education has ap- 
proved a three half-day teacher in-service training program 
on drug abuse prevention. 

The program, tentatively set for March 15-17, will involve 
all K-12 teachers, administrators and 50 students from the 
high school and junior high school. 

The mayor goal of the training is to illustrate to the 
teachers the facts on drug abuse and to provide them with 
new techniques on how to encourage students to make in- 
telligent decisions regarding the use of drugs and to instill in 
the students the desire to accept responsibility for their own 
health and behavior. 

The program is based upon the realization that people take 
drugs because they feel that taking drugs is the solution to 
another problem they are having. People who are healthy, 
active, creative and expressive will not take substances into 
their bodies that would jeopardize their state of well being - 
only the frustrated, the unfulfilled, the self-destructive can 
risk ingesting drugs in an attempt to obtain relief from pain 
and boredom.

after his contract has been 
sold in which to raise his 
defenses against the new 
holder. If the product is 
defective or if it is never 
delivered, the consumer must 
pay. 

The current law enables fly- 
by-night operators to sell 
merchandise on installment 
contracts, quickly sell those 
contracts to a financial 
institution (known as the 
holder-in-due-course) , get 
their money and skip town, 
leaving the consumer with 
only his payments. 

The vice chairman of the 
Michigan Consumers Council, 
Mrs. Agnes Bryant, says that 
eliminating the holder-in-due- 
course doctrine would prohibit 
financial institutions from 
collecting on such contracts 
when the consumer raises 
valid defenses. 

Senate Bill 559, which would 
eliminate the holder-in-due- 
course doctrine for retail 
installment sales contracts, is 
supported by the Michigan 
Consumers Council and the 
Michigan Bankers 
Association. It has been 
referred to the House 
Committee on Consumers and 
Agriculture. 


The 10 mills up for renewal 
represents nearly one-third of 
the total operating levy of 30.9 
mills required to operate the 
present system. 

The Jaycees are reminding 
everyone this election is 
strictly for a renewal of 
millage presently being levied 
and will not cause an increase 
in any property taxes. They 
indicated that although the 
school board has not 
announced what measures 
might be necessary if the 
millage fails, it is obvious that 
a cut of one-third in available 
operating funds could 
necessitate some very serious 
considerations. 

The decision to support the 
millage renewal was made by 
the Jaycees at their general 
membership meeting of Jan. 
25. The members voted 


overwhelmingly to support the 
renewal shortly after a 
question and answer session 
with Carl W. Morris, president 
of the school board, who was 
the guest speaker at the 
meeting. 

The Jaycees are urging all 
voters in the school district to 
vote in favor of the school 
millage renewal on March 13.

Busing has become 
‘unignorable’ issue 


The U.S. Senate, with most of the liberal 
wing on hand, has reversed the legislative 
amendment banning enforced school busing 
which passed last month by three votes. 

Democratic Majority Leader Mike 
Mansfield wired absentee senators some of 
who are seeking the Democratic presidential 
nomination and have been absent from 
Washington for weeks, ordering them back to 
Washington Tuesday. 

While Senator Robert P. Griffin (R- 
Michigan), who engineered the amendment 
to the education bill through the Senate, 
defends it as constitutional, it does not have 
the authority of a constitutional amendment. 
That, however, has to be approved by two- 
thirds of the Senate and three-quarters (38) of 
the states. 

While the language of the Supreme Court 
says “we can only examine its (the 
legislature's) power... and the power to make 
exceptions to the appellate jurisdiction of this 
court is given by express w'ords.” Still, the 
high court retains the power to review the 
Griffin legislation. 

But, irrespective of what happens to the 
amendment, powerful forces are being 
arrayed against the busing issue on the 
Presidential campaign trail as well as in 
Congress, much to the disgust of many liberal 
candidates for the presidency, both in the 
south and the north. 

Mrs. Irene McCabe, the fiery Pontiac anti- 
busing leader, was not out of line when she 
told an anti-busing strategy meeting in 
Pontiac Saturday that “we w'ill not be 


mollified by what is going on in Washington. 
God gave us this election year. 

Seldom has a national campaign issue 
snowballed so quickly as the anti-busing 
movement. 

What has given it impetus in Michigan is 
busing orders from two Federal judges in 
Pontiac and Grand Rapids, plus the decision 
of Judge Stephen J. Roth last September that 
Detroit schools are segregated by “action and 
inaction” and that the situation must be 
remedied, possibly by mass inter-district 
busing. 

The issue didn’t attain national momentum 
when it was confined mainly to the south, but 
the northern momentum has catapulted it 
into national participation and concern. 

This has developed quickly in the last 
six months. 

In this section of the state it has been a 
catalyst which has forced many legislators 
and state officials to change previously 
expressed positions, not the least of which is 
Attorney General Frank J. Kelley, who, with 
Governor Milliken, appealed Judge Roth’s 
decision on segregation to the Sixth Circuit 
Court of Appeals. 

Stymied there, Kelley now says he will 
appeal to the U.S. Supreme Court. 

We predict that in the eight months 
remaining before the Nov. 7 general election, 
the pressure against forced busing will 
intensify to the point where it will be an issue 
which no aspirant for the presidential 
nominations can ignore. 

A most interesting debate is in prospect.

Legislator frustrated by inaction

Rep. Joseph F. Swallow (R-Alpena) is leaning 
toward a decision to quit politics after eight years 
in Lansing as the voice of a six-county district in 
northeastern Michigan. 

His campaign for a one-house legislature is 
sagging and the frustrations of the present system 
have brought disenchantment. 

“You could make the sacrifice if you could see 
things happening," he said “They don’t happen and 
you feel very frustrated by the inability to make 
progress. 

‘Thtngsr .ost often happen when special interests 
want them to happen. Some of the guys must feel 
lik«* mouthpieces for special interests. If they’re 
happy doing it, fine, but I'm not.” 

Swallow came tu Lansing after two year; as 
Alpena County prosecutor following his first 
election to the House in 1964, succeeding former 
Rep. James P. Mielock (R-Whittemore). 

He stood in the traces for his Republican caucus 
during the early years, then started working up 
through the ranks during the years of Republican 
majorities in the chamber. 


Now he sees the system’s levers being 
man pulated by special interests and bv the powerof 
House Speaker William A. Ryan (D-Detroit) and, 
for o a Republican, Swallow feels the wheels are 
spinning. 

Swallow last year started his campaign for the 
one-house legislature on the theory that if it is 
impossible to change people, then the system must 
be altered if the frustration is to end. 

He went to Nebraska to investigate the per- 
formance of the nation’s only one-house state. There 
he found unanimous testimony supporting the 
process and forecasting its adaptability to 
Michigan. 

“It was a way to make the legislature not only 
more effective as far as passing legislation but 
more open and responsible to the public,” Swallow 

said. 

The petit ion circulating campaign undertaken by 
the Michigan Jaycees needed help, so Swallow went 
to the campuses with his tight little corps of six 
unicameral enthusiasts from the House, se. 

At the moment he’s trying to head off a lethal

Reapportionment 
becomes big headache 


Reapportionment is causing 
problems right down the line. 
The legislature is having 
difficulty in reapportioning 
Michigan's congressional 
districts. 

The Legislative 
Apportionment Commission 
has given up in trying to 
redistrict the State House and 
Senate, and in many parts of 
the state, county 
apportionment commissions 
are running into trouble 
redistricting county boards of 
commissioners. 

Yet all of these things must 
be done, and done in time to 
prepare for this year’s 
elections. 

The U.S. Supreme Court 
some years ago ordered that 
each of these legislative 
bodies must be elected on a 
one-man, one-vote basis so 
that every congressman, 
legislator and county 
commissioner represent as 
close as possible the same 
number of persons as each of 
his colleagues 

The federal census is the 
yardstick so that the 
congressional, legislative and 
' county commission districts 
are being redrawn to fit into 
changes in population shown 
by the 1970 census. 

The Legislative 
Apportionment Commission, 
composed of equal numbers of 
democrats and republicans, 
finally gave up after months of 
work and turned to the State 
Supreme Court The court will 
consider reapportionmenl 
plans prepared by various 
members of the commission 
and select the one it feels best 
meets the U.S Supreme Court 
guidelines.

The state court set Feb. 18 
as its deadline for the 
submission of proposed plans 
for the legislative districts. 
Several are now before the 
court. 

In every vote on proposals, 
the eight-member 
apportionment commission 
deadlocked 4 to 4. 

Under the Supreme Court’s 
schedule for consideration of 
legislative reapportionment, 
the commission members 
must make objections and 
petition for oral arguments on 
the submitted plans by a 
certain date. The arguments 
will be heard by the court on 
March 6 

Meanwhile, the legislature 
is having trouble working out 
a congressional district 
reapportionment plan that 
would be acceptable to both 
the Democratic-conlrolled 
house and the Republican- 
controlled senate. 

One of the two houses will 
have to advance a plan very 
shortly to keep the question in 
the legislature Republicans 
and Democrats who had 
petitioned a federal district 
court to take over the 
redrawing of congressional 
seats had agreed to give the 
legislature until Feb 29 to 
act. 


The redistricting proposal 
has been stalled on the House 
floor since coming out of the 
elections committee Dec. 15. 
Another plan has come out of 
committee in the Senate. It is 
believed the court will give the 
legislature more time if one 
chamber has passed a plan by 
the end of the month. 

Since the Senate is evenly 
split between the two parties, 
the most likely place to pass 
an initial reapportionment 
plan is the House, where the 
Democrats hold a 56-53 
majority. The matter is 
complicated. Quite naturally, 
each party wants a plan that 
will give it the best chance at 
electing congressmen. 

Compromise plans are not 
being considered at this time. 
If the House does pass a 
reapportionment proposal, it 
would be subject to 
negotiations with the 
Republican-controlled Senate. 
Also, if the House does 
approve a plan, it would 
probably get closer attention 
by the federal court, since it 
did win at least one 
chamber’s approval. 

Disputes on county levels 
have centered not so much on 
the new r district lines drawn by 
the county apportionment 
commissions as on the fact 
that in most counties, 
apportionment commissions 
can either reduce or increase 
the number of seats on the 
boards of commissioners, 
within limits set by the 
legislature. This is being done 
in many counties of the state. 

In cases where the number 
of seats has been reduced, 
there have been attacks from 
the incumbent board of 
commissioners members.

on in the Senate by Senator Robert W. Davis (R- 
Gaylord). 

Davis’ rider would ban the circulation of petitions 
at polling places during elections not concerned 
with the issue, a process approved earlier by Attv 
Gen. Frank J. Kelley. 

“It’s the kiss of death,” he said 
Ryan argued for the Davis amendment, he said, 
because petition campaigns would lose their value if 
they became too easy to conduct. 

The Davis amendment 6tayed in the bill in the

votes to 71 against, a devastating blow to his one- 
house petition campaign. 

If the campaign fails, Swallow has a hatful of 
ideas for trying to reform the present system 
though similar efforts have risen only to fall 
regularly over the years. 

“I’m convinced that the general maioritv of the 
special interest groups- they don’t want change,” he 
said. “They'll give you lip service, period.”

Anti-sex education 
viewpoints expressed 


To the editor: 

I would like to list a report from Dr. William McGrath. 
M.D. (psychiatrist from Phoenix, Ariz.) on the dangers of 
forcing sex education on the elementary’ school child. 

“There is a phase of personality development called the 
latency period during which the healthy child is not in- 
terested in sex. This interval from about the age of five until 
adolescence serves a very important biological purpose. 

“It affords a child an opportunity to develop his resources, 
his beginning physical strength and mental strength. 
Premature interest in sex is unnatural and will arrest or 
distort the personality development. 

“Sex education should not be foisted on children. It should 
not begin in grade schools. Anyone who would deliberately 
arouse the child’s curiosity or stimulate his unready mind to 
troubled sexual preoccupations ought to have a millstone tied 
around his neck and be cast into the sea.” 

This is another view from Dr. Rhoda L. Larand, Ph.D. 
(psychologist, New York City). 

“Twenty-five years ago. I and many other child analysts 
might have enthusiastically endorsed school sex education 
because we believed at that time that emphasis on sexual 
knowledge could do no harm, only good. 

“We have since learned that it is harmful to force sexual 
preoccupation on the children of the elementary school 
grades, forcing of sexual preoccupation on the elementary 
school child is very likely to result in sexual difficulties in 
adulthood and can lead to disturbed behavior in childhood.”

Legal opinions awaited 
on five proposed ordinances 


The adoption of five 
proposed new ordinances by 
the Van Buren Township 
Board of Trustees await legal 
opinions from Thornton 
Hopson, township attorney. 

The new ordinances relate 
to the establishment of a 
liquor control enforcement 
department and a fire 
prevention bureau in the 
township. 

In addition, the new 
ordinances include 
regulations for the 
construction of swimming 
pools and the licensing of 
drive-in theaters and 
businesses in the township. 

The township board 
referred the proposed 
ordinance to Hopson at its 
Feb. 22 session. 

A recent ruling by the State 
Atty. Gen. Frank J. Kelley 
stated that unchartered 
townships such as Van Buren 
do not have the authority to 
adopt and enact an ordinance 
calling for commercial 
establishments to obtain

Fans prove 
they’re real 





‘winners’

It may have been a victory for Romulus’ basketball team 
Saturday night when they stopped Inkster High School in the 
finals of the Class A district tournament, but there also was 
another victory of sorts registered in the log books at 
Romulus - a “fans’ victory." 

With all of the emotions involved in such a heated contest 
by two excellent high school ball clubs, the Wayne County 
Sheriff’s Department reported today that THERE WAS NOT 
ONE SINGLE INCIDENT of violence stemming from the 
game. 

And that definitely is a victory that all fans - and player 
and coaches can be proud of. 

It was a long time coming, but sports fans have proven they 
can act - react - intelligently. 

One can only shudder at some of the incredulous reports 
that have been coming over the wires since the beginning of 
the tournament : two Bay City high-school students reported 
in fair condition after being shot. They were trying to break 
up a fight after a basketball game; games being played 
behind closed doors, need I say more? 

The game Saturday show s that when high schools are well- 
organized to confront trouble-makers, they can do so. 

We have to commend Romulus principal Joel R. Carr and 
his staff for organizational acuity that led to a “perfect 
tournament”. 

But this is only a beginning, fighting ignorance is a 24-hour 
job for all of us. 

And Inkster High may have hung up their cage jerseys for 
the season, but school officials are already preparing for the 
1972-73 year, according to Kam White, athletic director. 

“W r e are going to have bleachers installed for about 900 
more fans next year,” said White. “We had them on order 
this year but they arrived too late to get them installed. 

“However. I’m sure our fans will be glad to know that we 
will be having these seats for them next year,” said White. 

But the prospects of Inkster competing in a new league 
remains bleak, pointed out the AD. It appears that the 
Vikings will go “independent” like many other area schools. 

Inkster is affiliated presently with the Mid-Wayne Con- 
ference but that’s doomed for dissolution after the current 
school year. Presently Lofton Greene, River Rouge’s veteran 
cage coach, is trying to lineup several schools to form a new 
league. 

“We've gotten together on a couple of occasions with these 
schools.’’ said White, “but we still can’t buy what they’re 
selling.” 

Romulus also is going it alone, according to principal Carr. 

I believe a league championship would provide added 
incentive, but 1 also believe that the schools with whom we 
align must be compatible in all repects not only in sports,” 
Carr added 

Can’t help but recall the story of the high school basketball 
coach who had this very long losing streak. It seems that one 
of the fans was so perturbed about the team’s losses that he 
decided to write the local newspaper and announce that he 
was refusing to pay taxes to support such an incompetent 
coach. 

Uponreading the statement to the editor, the coach said, 
“Fine.” And immediately he sat down and computed what 
the fan’s share of taxes was that went into the coach’s 
paycheck. 

Enclosed.” wrote the coach to the fan, “you find six cents,

Sure enough, the fan didn't attend the next day - and the 
team won. 

And there was this other team that just couldn’t win, but 
each game the gym was jammed. “Faithful fans? asked a 
visitor. “Nope, they haven’t won in so many years that fans 
attend the games because they’re afraid they won’t be there 
when they win one.” 

Inkster meant business last week when the school ad- 
ministration announced, “it would no longer be selling 
standing room tickets for the basketball games in the 
future.” 

Scores of late-arriving basketball fans learned the hard 
way about theschool edict last Friday night as they were turned 
away from the Inkster High and Garden Citv East game. If 
you didn’t already possess a ticket, you were out of luck and 
standing in the cold. 

I know'. I was one of those late-arrivals. 

I watched frustrated fans at the door begging security 
officers to let them in, even offering them bribes "to open the 
door But the fans got the “There’s nothing I can do” replay 
from the officers. 

Mv miracles happened in the form of Kam White, the

The Wayne County Board of Commissioners 
Thursday approved plans designed to speed the 
construction of the proposed $126 million domed 
stadium on Detroit’s riverfront. 

A revised stadium financing plan was approved 
2(M with one abstention from Commissioner John 
N Sabo Jr. (D-24th Dist.), who represents part of 
Westland and all of Wayne, Romulus, Van Buren 
Township, Belleville and Sumpter Township. When 
the county board first approved pledging the 
county’s faith and credit behind the stadium. Sabo 
voted against the proposal, criticizing the proposed 
method of financing 


Approving the revised financing plan were 
Commissioners James R. McCartney <D-25th 
Dist.), representing part of Westland, Inkster and 
all of Garden City, James DeSana <D-23rd Dist.), 
representing Huron Township, and John Lesinski 
(D-20th Dist.), representing part of Inkster. 

Commissioner John J. McCann (D-26th Dist.), 
who represents Canton Township, opposed the plan. 

The new plan calls for the purchase of the stadium 
site and surrounding acreage by the Wayne County 
Stadium Authority Originally Detroit Renaissance 
Inc., a group of business leaders formed to help 
bring about redevelopment of the central city, was 


to find a private developer to purchase the property 

Through a series of trades, the stadium site would 
have been donated with the surrounding land 
developed by private interests. 

Under the new plan, the Stadium Authority will 
use $12 million of the $126 million to purchase most 
of the 172 acres of land west of Cobo Hall, including 
the 37-acre stadium site The authority will ask the 
City of Detroit to spend $3 million from revenue 
bonds floated for Civic Center improvement to buy 
property which will complete assembly of the 72 
acres, now owned by two railroads.

Conservationists 
fight House bill 

The Michigan United Conservation Clubs, a statewide 
citizens organization whose purpose it is to advance the 
cause of conservation in all phases, is fighting a State House 
bill which would "entrust scientific management of wildlife 
to local politicians.” 

Composed of 330 affiliated clubs, the group has been in 
Lansing fighting bills which would despoil the resources and 
the environment. 

The M.U.C.C. sent a strong letter of protest to Rep. Warren 
Goemaere, chairman of the House Conservation and 
Recreation Committee, co-chaired by Thomas Anderson of 
Southgate, against House Bill 5705. The bill, introduced by 
Rep. John P. Smeekens of Coldwater, would give the county 
boards of commissioners the* final authority to decide 
whether or not to have a deer season in their county and 
would give the commissioners their choice of taking deer of 
either sex or both sexes. 

"This would entrust scientific management of wildlife to 
local politician, s” charged George Kadar of District $ of the 

M.U.C.C. 

According to Kadar. a bill which should be supported is 
Senate Bill 392, the Discretionary Authority Act, which would 
place fish and game matters pertaining to seasons and bag 
limits with the Natural Resources Commissioner’s and the 
Department of Natural Resources biologists’ recom- 
mendations. 

“The bill should be supported by the hunters and fishermen 
and the Senate Committee on Conservation and Tourist In- 
dustry to and sportsmen’s clubs," Kadar said. He recom- 
mended sending a card in support of the bill so it will be let 
out from the Senate Committee on Conservation and Tourist 
Industry to Sen. Gordon Rockwell, chairman of the com- 
mittee, who also is the author of the bill with two other 
senators. Cards can be sent to Sen. Gordon Rockwell, State 
Capital, Lansing, Mich. 48901. 

Kadar also suggested sending cards to Anderson, 
Goemaere and district state representatives, State Capital, 
Lansing, Mich., 48901, to protest House BUI 5705.

The commissioners faced a 
warning from the Wayne 
County Board of Auditors, 
which presented revised 
financial projections recently 
which indicate the stadium 
will not bring in the revenue 
originally expected. 

As compared to the stadium 
authority’s original projec- 
tions of September, 1971, the 
revised gross costs of the 
project have been increased a 
net total of $6,960 million 
consisting of an increase of $12 
million for land acquisition 
offset by a $5,040,000 reduction 
in gross financing costs. 

According to the county 
auditors, "From the viewpoint 
of minimizing the possibility 
of the need to use county 
general funds to underwrite 
stadium deficits, the board 
should be concerned by the 
proposed reduction of 
$6,300,000 in the guarantee 
fund reserve.” 

With the reserve fund 
reduced by this amount, and 
left at $2,621,000, the auditors 
warned that "such a reserve 
... is insufficient for a project 
of the magnitude of the 
stadium.” 

In voting against the 
measure. McCann spoke of the 
revised figures as outlined by 
the county auditors, charging 
that "no one has given any 
consideration to the people we 
expect to use this stadium,” 
and that the county "has done 
a disservice especially to the 
people of the inner city, who 
won’t be able to afford it 
(going to the stadium).”

They serve double duty as 
an attractive couch and space- 
saving hide away bed With 
prices starting at about $230, a 
convertible provides this 
flexibility for no more than 
you might pay for a sofa alone. 

But beds-in-disguise are 
‘ blind'' products, says the 
United States Consumers 
Union. That is, you can’t 
easily judge their quality. The 
staggering variety of models, 
styles, sizes and constructions 
make it almost impossible for 
consumers to know exactly 
what they are buying. 

Consumer's Union offers 
these observations and buying 
guidelines; 

Comfort : A sofa bed is 
seldom as comfortable for 
sleeping as a matress-box 
spring combination. It has no 
box spring, the mattress is 
relatively thin, so you’re likely 
to feel the support rods when 
you lie down. Besides, 
convertible mattresses aren’t 
stiffened at the edge, as are 
most conventional 
mattresses.

Durability: According to 
Consumer’s Union. a 
convertible will not last as 
long as most regular beds 
Neither the mattress, padding 
nor insulation can be reversed 
to prolong its life 
Ease of Operation Before 
you buy. be sure the bed 
mechanism isn’t too stiff to 
open and fold conveniently. 

The Bed as a Sofa: Most 
sofa beds are as comfortable 
as conventional sofas but, 
since people differ in size and 
build, it’s a good idea to try out 
individual pieces in the store. 
And be sure to check the 
dimensions, to be sure it will 
fit in the space you’ve planned 
for it. 

Upholstery: Sofa quality 
depends in good measure on 
the performance of upholstery 
covering. Sofa makers and 
fabric manufacturers should 
know how fabrics will perform 
in regard to the USA standard 
for minimum strength, 
resistance to yarn slippage, 
colorfastness and seam 
strength. Few convertibles, 
however, carry an upholstery 
guarantee. 

Other Criteria: Other 
factors that might be 
important in your selection 
are availability, guarantee 
and price. According to 
Consumer’s Union, delivery 
time can range from 2 to 15 
weeks, with most deliveries 
taking the longer time. 
Depending on the fabric 
covering your choose, the 
price for the same basic sofa 
may vary as much as 75 per 
cent.

Parents blame themselves 
far too much for their 
children’s failures, claims 
Wallace Denton, a Purdue 
University psychologist 
There are many factors that 
affecl our children, he 
explains, and rejecting a child 
occasionally is not going to 
“really shoot him down.” 

Psychologist Denton 
recommends that parents love 
their children and get to know 


them “It’s when you’re 
feeling unloved and unlovely 
that you need the most love 
and understanding,” he 
states.

married and single, who failed 
to make a will and so deprived 
themselves of an opportunity 
to dispose of their property as 
they might have wished to. 

Why do so many married 
women neglect to make wills? 
Much of the problem, it would 
seem, stems from a mistaken 
belief that one will - the 
husband’s - is entirely 
sufficient per family. Also, 
some feel that their property 
is "just not worth” drawing up 
a will. This despite the fact 
that many a woman’s estate - 
real and personal property - 
may include valuable jewelry, 
furs, paintings and heirlooms 
as well as nte insurance 
policies, stocks, bonds and 
real estate. 

What some married women 
fail to realize is that in the 
event of the husband’s death, 
their own passing away 
without a will could thwart 
any joint plans the couple 
might have had for the 
distribution of their property. 
It also means leaving property 
for disposal by a court- 
appointed administrator, 
according to state law. In the 
circumstances, the property 
might not be distributed 
according to the owner’s 
wishes, but on top of that, 
there are usually probate and 
administrative expenses, 

leaving a reduced estate.

A particular advantage of a 
wife making a will while her 
husband is still alive, advies 
the Institute of Life Insurance, 
is that she can benefit by their 
discussing the subject jointly 
as well as participate in joint 
planning for children and 
grandchildren. A woman who 
waits to make a will until she 
becomes widowed may find 
that decision-making comes 
harder. 

The absence of a will can 
cause unavoidable hardships. 
What if a husband were to die 
leaving a will in which the wife 
receives everything and then 
she dies shortly afterwards? If 

there are young children, the 
consequences might be 
extremely serious unless their 
mother has left a will naming 
a person specifically 


responsible for their care. The 
children’s guardianship might 
be left for strangers to decide 
on 

In the case of an unmarried 
woman with no dependents, a 
will assures that her estate 
will go to where she feels it 
will do the most good. This can 
mean named relatives, 
friends, schools, a religious 
group or charities. Otherwise 
her property would revert 
automatically to relations, 
however distant and perhaps 
totallv unkwnown. 

Should there be 
considerable assets, 
additional professional help 
may be needed w hen making a 
will. Depending on the kinds of 
assets involved - a trust 
officer, accountant and a life 
insurance agent along with the 
lawyer may make up an estate 
planning team. 

Life insurance policies 
where the beneficiary is 
named are not included in 
wills. This facilitates payment 
of benefits which are usually 
needed by the survivors for 
immedate income. The 
Institute urges both husbands 
and wives to talk over the 
family life insurance and 
settlement arrangements so 
that both understand what 
policies exist, why they were 
bought, what they will do for 
husband and wife in later 
years, or for the family in case 
of death. Knowing the answer 
helps make sure that best 
possible use is made of policies 
intended to protect the 
family’s security.

Specialized storage closets,

With the U.S. Army 
committed to a modern 
volunteer force by July 1973, 
you might think doors of 
recruiting offices would be 
wide open, ready for any 
warm body that happened by. 
But just the opposite is true - 
entrance standards actually 
have been substantially 
increased. 

"When we do reach a 
modem volunteer status, we 
want to make sure we have a 
representative Army, 
encompassing men and 
women from all levels of 
society," said SSgt. Ronald 
Ames, local recruiter for 
Wayne station, 3716 Newberry 
St., Wayne 

"To do this ve must make

Decking was left 
to weather naturally; railing 
boards and house siding were 
stained a matching shade. 

The porch deck also serves 
as a bridge between the two 
wings, built at different levels 
on a site that slopes to the 
street and also dow-n hill away 
from the porch. 

Wrap-around decks extend 
usefulness to sloping or 
narrow- side yards as well, and 
often can be combined with 
storage fences in these areas. 
Or they can provide 
additional, partially sheltered 
across from one area of the 
to another.

Home, flower show opens 


Fun in sun available 
by using ‘ wasted space ’ 


Spring is in the air again at 
Cobo Hall. 

The first sign of it will be 
early next week, w-hen they 
start marking five acres of 
floor in Halls A and B for the 
gardens and other floral 
displays that will be planted 
before March 18, opening day 
of the Home, Furniture and 
Flower Show-. 

The exhibition, sponsored 
by the Builders Association of 
Metropolitan Detroit 
(BAMD), its affiliate, the 
Apartment Association of 
Michigan, and other 
organizations identified with 
horticulture and the 
landscaping arts, will be open 
every day and night through 
Sunday, March 26. 

James C. Scott of James C. 
Scott & Associates, Bloomfield 
Hills, the show’s landscape 
architect, has finished the 
designing of some 20 major 
gardens for the show, the most 
ever for the 54-year-old 
exhibition of houses and 
everything that goes to make 
a home. 

Within a few days the first 
soil and sand will be put in 
place in Cobo Hall for the show 
gardens Then will come the 
trees, the shrubs, the bulbs 
and thousands ot other living 
things for this, the largest 
exhibition of any kind to be in 
Cobo Hall in 1972. 

Janies L. Babcock, 
president of the 800-member 
BAMD, estimates attendance 
will be in excess of a half 
million persons. He bases his 
guess on results of the sale of 
tickets to the show since the 


first of the year. More than 
100,000 advance-sale tickets 
have been purchased, said 
Babcock, with two weeks 
more to go before the discount 
tickets which cost $1.50 each 
will be taken off the market. 
After the show opens, the 
tickets will be $2.25 at the door 
of the show. 

A feature of the show- again 
this year will be the $20,000 
grand prize, w-hich will go to 
the person estimating the 
correct number of nails in a 
small plastic house, now pn 
display in the main oil ice of 
the National Bank of Detroit 
on Kennedy Square in 
downtown Detroit. The House 
of Nails will go to Cobo Hall 
the day the show opens and 
will dominate the Idea Home 
Village of 34 scale-model 
homes, replicas of full-scale 
Idea Homes which are now on 
display in neighborhoods 
around Detroit. 

Major participants in the 
show this year include the 
Metropolitan Detroit 
Landscape Association, whose 
members will unveil seven or 
more major gardens of from 
400 to 3,000 square feet in size. 

Ivan Frankel, show- 
chairman, said “housing is in 
the headlines” and will 
continue to be through this 
year. He said that was why the 
show had been expanded to 
include hundreds of home 
products and services and 
made more attractive in every 
way. 

Babcock described the show- 
as one of many “firsts”. 

One of these, he revealed, 
will be a wedding in one of the 
gardens, being designed as a

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What reform has governor proposed? 

By WILLIAM FAUST. State Senator. 13th District 


After appointing and receiving the recommendations of an 
Educational Reform Commission in 1969, Gov. William 
Milliken proposed a package of 10 bills and two resolutions 
that contained a total school financing reform program 

However, no major fiscal reform proposal won legislative 
approval in the 1969-70 session or in the 1970-71 session. 

Revising and updating his recommendations last year, the 
governor urged that a Constitutional amendment be placed 
on the ballot by joint resolution to make some basic and far- 
reaching changes in the system of locally levied taxes for 
school operating purposes. 

More recently, he has initiated a petition drive which, if 
successful in obtaining 300,000 signatures by July, would 
place before the voters in November an amendment similar 
to his earlier proposal. 

Basically, the governor proposes that we turn almost 
entirely away from property taxes for financing education. 

Specifically, his proposed Constitutional change would: 

1 . Eliminate totally locally levied property taxes for school 
operating purposes. (Such taxes currently average 26 mills 
statewide.) 

2. Reduce the existing 50-mill Constitutional limit by 24 
mills (to that 26-mill average) to be allocated in the following 
manner: 

For counties ... up to eight mills. (Exact method of levying 
would require implementation by legislation, but would 
probably be by action of governing board.) 

For townships ... up to IV* mills. (Legislative im- 
plementation similarly required.) 

For counties and townships, by a vote of the people, up to 
an additional six mills. 

For educational "enrichment” above the state-provided 
level, by a vote of the people, up to six mills. (The Governor 
recommends this optional millage be "equalized,” with 
matching state funds provided to give each district $30 per 
student for each mill levied in combined state-local funds. A 
district with State Equalized Valuation (SEV) over $30,000 
would realize and retain more than $30 per child for each mill 
levied.) 

For vocational, compensatory and special educational 
programs and for intermediate districts, up to 44 mills. 

( Here again, the governor recommends that state funds be 
combined with those raised locally. In this instance, 
however, not only differences in wealth but differences in 
need among districts would have to be "equalized.”) 

The total for the above grouping is 26 mills. 

3. Millage levied by cities, charter counties, charter 
townships, charter authorities or levied for debt retirement 
by any governmental unit (including bonding for building 
schools) would continue to be excluded from the con- 
stitutional limitation. 

In addition, millage levied by community college districts 
would be excluded. 

4 The legislature would retain the authority to enact, 
should it choose, a statewide property tax of up to 26 mills on 
business property to finance education. 

The governor has not recommended such a tax. but 
believes the authority to levy it must be granted in case the 
legislature is unable -to agree on any on the type of tax to 
replace school revenue lost through elimination of locally 
levied taxes on business property. 

The legislature would not have the authority, however, to 
impose a statewide tax on residential or agricultural 
property. 

It must be stressed that the governor’s proposed con- 
stitutional amendment will not, in itself, impose any new 
taxes to replace the revenue sources it eliminates. 

If the governor’s petition drive is successful and the 
amendment is approved by popular vote in November, then 
the 1973 legislature will have the responsiblity for increasing 
taxes and-or imposing new taxes to finance education. 

The 1973 legislature will also have the responsiblity of 
enacting a plan to distribute state funds to the individual 
school districts in a manner that is both workable and in 
accord with previously cited court requirements for equity. 


Dems offer amendment 


As was discussed in my last article, Gov. William Milliken 
has initiated a petition drive which, if successful in obtaining 
300.000 signatures by July, would place before the voters in 
November a proposed Constitutional amendment to make 
certain basic changes in our school financing system. 

The Michigan Democratic party is undertaking a similar 
petition drive to offer the voters an alternative proposal. 

Although the Democratic party amendment is not 
schedded to be finalized officially as to form and content 
until later this month, its essential principles are clear 
enough to make a preliminary comparison possible at this 
time. 

There are substantial similarities between these two 
suggested Constitutional amendments - and at least one 
major difference. 

Both proposals seek a meaningful measure of property tax 
relief for Michigan homeowners. 

Both would reduce the present 50-mill limit on county, 
township and school taxes to 26 mills and provide similar 
allocations of the new level of millage. 

Both would eliminate locally levied property taxes for 
school operating purposes, except for an optional 6-mill levy 
for "enrichment" purposes and up to 44 mills for special, 
vocational and compensatory education programs. 

By eliminating the main current source of support for 
education, both suggested amendments would have the effect 
of necessitating substantial increases in the state income tax 
for replacement revenue. 

The chief difference is that the Democratic party amend- 
ment would remove the present Constitutional ban against a 
graduated income tax. 

Moreover, the Democratic amendment would establish the 
basic scale (although not the actual rate) for a graduated 
income tax - requiring that taxable income above $23,000 be 
taxed seven times as heavily as the first $1,000 of taxable 
income, with a specific schedule of requirements for in- 
between levels of income. 

' Most other differences between the two proposals involve 
future requirements as to the funding of education. 

They do not appear to be partisan differences of intent or 
philosophy. Instead, they clearly stem from a Democratic 
party wish to see certain specific guarantees written into the 
Michigan Constitution. 

The Democratic party wants the state to assume full fiscal 
responsibility for special, compensatory and vocational 
education, with three per cent of state funds earmarked for 
compensatory programs designed to help underachieving 
students ranking in the lowest 20 per cent on assessment 
tests, and three mills of any statewide tax that might be 
imposed on business property earmarked for vocational 
education 

The governor, by way of contrast, has placed his main

reliance in these areas on a flexible 44-mill property tax that 
could be levied locally, or on a regional or statewide basis, 
depending upon legislative implementation-although 
recognizing additional state funds could be needed. 

The Democratic party would prefer this 44-mill levy be 
permitted only after 1974 and be utilized only locally with 
voter approval for additional or "enrichment" programs in 
these areas or in general education. 

Governor Milliken has recommended that, should his 
Constitutional amendment be adopted, the legislature then 
enact a distribution plan which would guarantee any school 
district no reduction in per -pupil funds. 

The Democratic party wants this specific guarantee 
written into the Constitution. 

In addition, the Democratic proposal would require that 
any distribution formula adopted by the legislature take into 
account the variations in costs and needs among school 
districts, and offer special relief for districts too heavily 
taxed or too poor to adopt enrichment taxes. 

The Democratic party also wants a Constitutional 
guarantee that the control of local school boards over 
educational policies and practices will not be diminished by 
the taxation changes of its amendment. 

One other provision of the Democratic party proposal for 
Constitutional change could have far reaching ramifications. 
The State Board of Education would have authority to appeal 
in the courts any school funding budget adopted by the 
legislature, if the state board believed its provisions to be 
inequitable or inadequate. 

Revenue plan outlined 

Michigan voters may have the opportunity in November to 
amend their state constitution in a manner that drastically 
reduces the chief source of support for their schools - the 
locally levied property tax. 

Even prior to that time, the Michigan Supreme Court may 
very well respond to a request made jointly by Governor 
Milliken and Attorney General Kelley and declare 
Michigan’s present school financing system unconstitutional. 

Either development will require the 1973 legislature to 
enact a totally new revenue distribution system to finance 
education. 

In addition to his proposals for constitutional change, 
Governor Milliken has made recommendations for such a 
system. 

’Under the governor's plan, the state personal income tax 
rate would be increased from 3.9 per cent to 6.2 per cent to 
replace the revenue lost through the elimination of school 
operating taxes on residential and agricultural property. By 
way of a rough estimate, such an increase should bring in 
about $677 million in new revenue in 1973-74 to replace a loss 
of about $668 million. 

The governor also recommends that a value-added tax 
(VAT) on business be enacted to replace the revenue lost 
through the elimination of school operating taxes on com- 
mercial and industrial property. The replacement revenue 
needed here would be about $560 million in 1973-74 and would 
necessitate a VATrate of from 2-24 per cent depending upon 
the exemptions provided.) 

By way of distributing the new state collected revenues, 
Governor Milliken suggests a "foundation program" through 
which every district in tne state would be given the funds 
necessary to hire 47 teachers and other professional staff 
persons per 1,000 students. 

He estimates that had this "floor” of 47 per 1,000 been 
adopted for 1971-72, 5,000 new teaching positions would have 
been created and fully 60 per cent of Michigan’s public school 
children could have benefited from improved teacher-pupil 
ratios. 

For the remaining Michigan school children who enjoyed 
professional-pupil ratios of more than 47 per 1,000 in 1970-71, 
the governor estimates that all but about 20,000 could have 
continued to enjoy the same or improved ratios in 1971-72 if 
their districts had’ utilized all or part of the six mill "enrich- 
ment” option specified in his proposed constitutional 
amendment. 

For this relatively small number of students, he suggests 
some special provision or "grandfather" clause could have 
been provided to maintain existing program levels. 

Here, it must be stressed again that under the governor’s 
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plan, the state would not be dictating either teacher salaries 
or teacher-pupil ratios. 

These would merely be the criteria used to determine the 
amount of money due each district. Basic foundation state 
funding would consist of: 

1. A "professional service allowance" sufficient to hire 47 
professional staff persons per 1,000 students at the highest 
salary scales existing in each "region" or intermediate 
district. This allowance would be "weighted" according to 
the years of experience and degrees possessed by the 
teachers actually hired; districts employing better qualified 
teachers would thus receive more money than those em- 
ploying less qualified teachers. 

2. A "non-professional service allowance" equal to 20 per 
cent of the professional service allowance prior to its being 
weighted for the qualifications of professionals. (There is no 
reason to believe, for example, that a teacher with a Ph D 
and 20 years of experience needs a higher-salaried janitor 
than a newly-certified teacher.) 

3. A flat-rate "non - salary allowance," suggested at $100 
per pupil, is the projection for 1971-72. 

In addition to these foundation program payments, the 
governor recommends that transportation be financed on 
roughly the same basis as presently exists, except with 100 
per cent state funding rather than the 75 per cent called for 
under the present statutes. 

Local school districts with per-pupil State Equalized 
Valuation (SEV) of less than $30,000 would receive additional 
state funds if they voted to exercise all or any part of their 
six-mill "enrichment" option. 

A $5,000 district, for example, would realize $5 per mill 
locally on such a levy and receive $25 from the state to make 
up the $30 guaranteed. A $25,000 district would realize $25 
locally and receive $5 from the state for each mill levied. 

Noting that total 1971-72 school system costs can be 
estimated at SI. 874 billion, an increase of $170 million over 
1970-71, the governor believes his plan could have been im- 
plemented for $1,914 billion - $40 million more than the price 
ot the existing system. 

Since the governor's plan could not possibly be put into 
effect prior to the 1973-74 school year, and its cost then would 
depend on a number of factors not yet determinable, the 
important thing to be considered at this time is a riple 
of his plan. 

Essentially. Governor Milliken proposes that we abolish 
local school operating property taxes, that we replace the 
revenue lost with an increase in the state personal income 
tax and with a value added tax on business, and that we then

distribute funds to local school districts in such a way as to 
guarantee each district the means of supporting a basic 
professional-pupil ratio. 

Under this plan, school districts would not be paid identical 
amounts per pupil - but rather amounts varied according to 
the following factors: 

(a) Regional differences in salary scales for both 
professional and non-professional employees. 

(b) Differences in qualifications of professional em- 
ployees.
